. t'ONDON, Nov. 10.— Dispatches re- 
oeiTed here from Pemambnoo show that 
tha.'troables to Brazil are approaching 
ihlAaoato crisis snd Uieta ismnoh anxiety 
expressed in financial and «omnerci.-il8 
circles regai-ding tha outcome of Fun- 
seca's action in di.^snh in x congress and 
again aesuming the rolu of dictator, 
which he laid down sab^eqaent to his 
election. As pi*e»ident of the newly formed 
republic and many grave donbtig are ex- 
pressed ae to the success of this latest 
politionl ihove. 

Theps dispatches state that in Pemam- 
buco there is general discontent on all 
sides a|: Fonseca's action, but there is 
nothix^ Qiore than to show that the peo- 
ple have done anvthing further than to 
express tbci; <lisapproliation of the 
course followed by tne dictator. 

From the pifovmce ef Rio Grand do 
8ul, however, oomes intelligence that is 
alarming in its nature. The news fr om 
this movince is to the effect that the 
local government has reftised to lu-- 
quiesce in the assauption by Fonseca of 
the powers of a dictator and has de- 
clared the independence of the pro\'inco. 

Already there are mmors afvoat tht^t 
other provinces are contemjdatiag fol- 
lowing the example of Rio OTaada and 
that, in the near lutnre, there may be a 
number of separato warring Brazilian 
stotee on this continent. Naturally those 
revolutionary rtunors are made the moet 
of bjr the imperialists, and it is known 
that cUier apher dispatches ef a most 
importsat nature have been passing be- 
tween tha leaders of the "restoration" 
movement aad Dom Pedro. 

There is a romor that there has been 
fls^ittng to Brazil between the troope of 
Toaasca and ths revolutionists. Owing 
to tha fact that Rio Ghranda has declared 
itself iadmiendent of the Fonseca gov 
emment it is inferrad that the oonfliot 
mav liave oeoorred to that provmoe 
This alazmina report cannot be verified 
at prsssnt Some people fancy that it 
may ba only a hoarse romor.
